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It seems that the much despisec 


silver is getting in demand even among 
those who have been its most earnest 
detractors. The New York Sun says 
that at tha sub-Treasury in that city 
there is no danger of silver being paid 
out unless asked for, and if any such 
danger should occur, due notice of the 
fact will be given sufficiently timely to 
prevent all serious embarrassment to 
business. So far, silver goes mainly to 
he Western and Southern Sr,ates, where 


•jtis in steady demand as facilitating 
tho settlement of small accounts. The 
danger of constant silver coinage is all 
in the future, not in the present, and it 
is more than likely that Congress will 
do something to avert it lung before it 
becomes really serious.

Apart from that the use of 
silver for mamifaoturing purposes is 
constantly increasing, 
all the world 


over. In fact, the supply of silver bara 
has become so limited that the Treasury, 
which buys every Thursday $500,000 
worth of the metal for the mints, has 
occasionally to take Mexican dollars to 
complete its weekly purchases. The 
silver question seems, therefore, to be 
out of the way of Wall street specula- 
tion, and this, combined with tho still 
prevailing low rates for money, must 
naturally help the manufacturers. They 
have so many unfavorable influences to 
contend with that the present condition 
of the silver question and the money 
market is of paramount importance to 
them.

Reporter says: 


Within the lost three weeks a slight 


change for the better has taken place in 
tho position of boraz. This article has 
been on' a gradual decline for more than 
a year and has attracted a good deal of 
attention on the part of dealers, many 
thinking that each succeeding week 
after a decline would bring forth better 
and firmer prices. 
To-day there is a 


difference o! opinion among dealers, 
some stating it as their belief that rock 
bottom has been reached, while others 
still think that prices will be lower and 
that the advance of about three weeks 
siuco is only temporary. Whatever tho 
future of the market may be can only 
be determined in the course of time. 
California and Nevada, which are the 
great producing districts of the United 
States, are being rapidly filled tip with 
new parties who are mining and refining 
the crude article, consequently there is 
at the present time an ovei prod action 
of this article. For this reason, as well 
as on account of the low prices now ex- 
isting, some refiners have closed their 
places until better prices can be real- 
ized, and considerable reduction in pro- 
duction has already taken place. It is 
stated that it is much cheaper to ship 
borax from San Francisco to this city 
by \vay of Liverpool than it is to ship it 
directly overland from San Francisco. 
Some dealers adopt this plan, for if 
thero is no market in Liverpool when 
the goods arrive, they can be brought 
to New York freo of duty, provided the- 
vessel be an American one. At present, 
the London market is in about the same 
position as in this city, but it is stated 
that there will in all probability be a 
drop in the price of borax in that 
market, as a considerable quantity is 
now on its woy from San Francisco to 
that port, aud is expected to arrive very 
shortly. It is thought by some dealers 
that a combination is likely to be formed 
if prices coutiuue to decline, while 
others give it as their opinion that no 
action will be taken in that direction.

No wild hay has 
been stacked on tho ranch this year, 
as, in consequence of high water, its 
quality is not up to the average, A 
part of the ranch is devoted to fruit and 
vegatables. 
The apple crop was excel- 


lent, some trees of the Fall varieties be- 
ing yet loaded with fruit. Beets, onions, 
cabbages, etc., are raised in profusion 
and grow luxuriantly in soil slightly 
impregnated 
with alkuli. Naturally, 


the land on which heavy crops of grain 
and hay are raised, resembled the sage- 
brush plains which surround it, and 
wal.er alone was all that was required to 
make it productive.
